Our 
growing season is shorter. 


The crop requires every day of the 
' growing season and very frequently 


is caught by frost before fully ma- 
ture in tho fail of the year. This fact 
presents special seed corn problems 
for tho Wisconsin farmers. 
At the 


end of tho growing season tbcro is 
usually very little dry weather so that 
tho moisture content Is not properly 
reduced. Experience has told farmers 
that corn must be field selected and 
that seed from tho corn crib very fre- 
quently does not germinate. It is a 
mistake to think, however, that the 
selection of seed without proper dry- 
ing methods is sufficient. 


Corn which is hung on the south 


nldo of the barn, in granaries, on tin: 
windmill, etc.. does not -dry out any 
better than that which Is placed in 
tho corn crib.

Tho maximum returns fruin barley 
are obtained when the crop is seed- 
ed early. The fact that spring bar- 
lev can'bo sccuod quite late and still

It should be seeded a 
little later than the lighter soils, as 
the soil must have some warmth at 
seeding time. The recommendation 
of early seeding should not be fol- 
lowed to such an extreme as'to plant 
the grain In a backward spring In

It was noted that corn which was 


cured without artificial heat had its 
germination power greatly reduced. 
The reason for this i.< very evident: 
because the moisture content in corn 
'not fire dried remains too high. An- 
other experiment was performed to 
determine the maximum amount of 
moisture that may bo left in corn and 
still secure good germination. 
When corn 
is selected 
from 
the 


field It frequently contains a high per 
.cent of moisture. In order to store _i 
f. 


safely, the moisture content should 
bo reduced to. 12 per cent. Tho aver- 
age farmer has no means of deter- 
mining exactly how much moisture 


• his seed corn contains. The apparatus 
lor making a test is rather expensive 
•and it is not-a profitable In\>;stment 
lor the average farmer. 


It Is very easy to determine whether 
or not corn hus been well ciireJ. A 
•woU matured ear taken directly from 
tho field is usually heavy 
and 
firm 
.with about 35 per cent moisture con- 
tent. When this corn is placed in a 
•wacra placo with plenty of air clrcu- 
'latlon. the kernels eU- not remain firm 
but become loose nflcr the first four 
days. This '18 a. good Indication be- 
cause it shows, that the kernels have 


• dried and shrunk. 
If this corn is 


dried for a period of rbout two. more 
weeks with gooil artificial heat and 
air circulation, tho'cobs which had a 
high moisture content w'.ll dry out 
-next and shrink, thus drawing in tho 
kernels and causing the car to bo 
•firm ajaln. When the ear is-so firm 
that it cannot be twisted' when tak- 
en at the butt with one hand and at 
the tip with tho other, it-wil be dry 
•enough to be shelled. When in this- 
'.condition It contains less than 15 per- 
•ccnt moisture. . 


When shelled tho tips and butts 


should be removed because! the tips 
have very small kernels and the ]at- 
'tor usuallv larger kernels th.an the 
average. Tho object 
of removing 
butts and kernels is to secure a unl1 
'form size of graiij so that tho planter 
•will drop tho same number of ker-

should- bo kept In a dry place because 


• seed corn absorbs water when the at- 
mosphere Is moist. 
The per cent of 


-moisture in such corn easily goes up 
•to 15 per cent or above. 
Corn which 
was properly cured in tho fall, but 
•which was stored in granaries very 
"frequently loses in germination pow- 
er because in average years several 
days In January and 
sometimes '1n 
February are very warm and rainy, 
'frequently accompanied by a dense 
foff. This is followed by zero weath- 
•er.

• duccd unless the corn I.* stored In a 
dry place with artificial heat for, dry- 
ing.
